The company also 
introduced camera surveillance and 
security guards for die first dmc. 

According to CSN, Voyageur 
proposed reductions to salaries and 
benefits from 20 to 31 percent 
depending on position in 1988.

Today, meet the remaining 
three: Ian Palm (U3 Management), 
Montgomery Shillinglon(U3, Arts), 
and Doug Fowler (U3, manage-

Shillington: One way to pro- 
mote participation in the Society is 
to involve more students in deci- 
sion-making and policy fonnation. 

Fowler: I’d like to sec a regular 
feature in the Tribune that would 
provide SSMU news and also 
humourous articles designed to 
promote school spirit. 

Palm: On my pamphlets and 
platform I’ve listed a campus wide 
charity event, I propose we have 



Shillington: The real problem is 
that recommendations from execu- 
tive meetings arc not brought to 
Council quickly enough. This year, 
Council was asked to ratify expen- 
ditures that had been made months 
earlier. This must slop. 

Fowler: The fact that minutes 
arc’t available is not a real obstacle 
to student input. Students can at- 
tend Council meetings to make their 
opinions heard. However, I’ve no 
problem with anyone seeing die 
minutes. 

Palm: Perhaps the minutes 
should be available for students, 
given the concern that Students 



Society is not very open to students. 
I think it’s very important to change 
this. One way would be to better 
publicize meetings in the campus 
media, and open the Students’ 
Society by pulling the VP and presi- 
dential offices at the front desk. 

Daily: Do you think the SSMU 
Council should have die authority 
to spend SI 000 of student money, 
and pledge even more, to an organi- 
sation (FEEQ), when membership 
has not yet been ratified by the 
student body? 

Shillington: In Council I was 
adamantly against spending the 
$1000. I diought McGill should 
participate as an observer only. 

Fowler: Yes, dicy arc student 
representatives. If every time we 
spent money we had to check widi 
the students, the process would 
become far too burdensome. 

Palm: Firstly, because we 
pledged SI 000 to FEEQ, we were 
able to be very involved in the wi it- 
ing of its constitution, and we arc 
now a provisional founding mem 
ber of FEEQ. Had we not gotten 
involved right from the start we 
wouldn’t have that kind of input. 
There’s no way for Students’ Soci- 
ety to go to referendum every time 
it spends a diousand dollars. Per- 
haps it was a bit of a gamble, but I 
think it’s going to work out very 
well. 

Daily: Representatives from 
McGill’s administration as well as 
those from the Society’s permanent 
staff arc voting members on the 
SSMU JointManagcmcnt Commit- 
tee, which oversees the Society’s 
finances. Do you think this hurts the 
autonomy of the Society? 

Shillington: Absolutely. Greater 
autonomy for the SSMU has to be 



on the agenda for next year. I don’t 
understand how anyone could vote 
for a candidate who was not com- 
pletely committed to this principle. 

Fowler: I think that today it is a 
necessary part of SSMU. It is, 
however, clear that it is an unac- 
ceptable long-term situalion.Thc 
President should work to convince 
McGill that SSMU is capable of 
running its own finances. 

Palm: Absolutely, one of my 
main goals is to establish a staff 
review committee. Students should 
have full control over Students’ 
Society. Presently Students’ Soci- 
ety is treated as a little kid by the 
administration. Other campus stu- 
dent organizations in Canada arc 
incorporated and control their own 
finances. We should be pushing to 
do the same. 

Daily: Whatscparatcsyourplat- 
form from die other seven candi- 
dates’? 

Shillington: My platform is not

something I’ve hastily assembled 
in order to run for President. The 
policies I support arc the same poli- 
cies I have promoted over and again 
in Council this year. I am confident 
these policies will be successful. 

Fowler: One of the main rea- 
sons I am running for President is to 
lessen die apathy of McGill stu- 
dents with regard to school spirit. If 
elected, one of my top priorities 
would be to try to unite McGill 
students in attending entertainment 
events together. 

Palm: I have concrete ideas 
which I think arc accomplishable. I 
would like to sec Students’ Society 
fight to make education more ac- 
cessible from the inside. When you 
pay S28 per semester you expect to 
get good services in return. By 
making the campus pubs student- 
run, and providing part-time jobs in 
the building, we arc hopefully 
making life a little easier for stu- 
dents on a tight budget.

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Honduran activist 
urges Canadians to 

take a stand 



E arlier this year , a government-linked 
Honduran death squad threatened five 
Honduran government opposition leaders 
with execution. Dr. Juan Almendares Bonilla was 
among those blacklisted. To publicize his plight, 
the Inter-American University Organization in- 
vited Almendares to Canada on a speaking tour. 
Despite this gesture, the Canadian government 
persists in refusing to endorse popular opposition 
to the Honduran status quo.

On January 25, former Com- 
mander-In-Chief of the Honduran 
army General Alvarez Martinez 
was murdered in a car ambush 
outside his home in Tegucigalpa. 
Left-wing guerillas claimed re- 
sponsibility for Martinez’s death. 
The General is believed respon- 
sible for at least 100 illegal 
‘disappearances’ between 1980 
and 1984. 

The day after the General’s 
murder, a taped message inter- 
rupted broadcasts at local radio 
station AM-RICA, announcing 
the death threats, later attributed 
to the Alliance of Anticommunist 
Action (AAA), a right-wing death 
squad. 

This was not tire first lime 
Almendares’ life had been 
threatened. Last April, Almcn- 
darcs’ photo appeared on a poster 
of 22 Hondurans targeted by the 
AAA, after demonstrators torched 
the American Consulate in 
Tegucigalpa. 



Of the five recently con- 
demned men, only Almendares 
obtained a visa to leave die 
country, and arrived in Canada on 
February 14. A former rector of 
the Autonomous University of 
Honduras, Almendares is now a 
member of the Coordinating 
Committee of Popular Organiza- 
tions (CCOP). The committee is 
an umbrella organization uniting 



workers, teachers, students, 
women and community groups in 
the Honduran popular movement. 

He spoke to solidarity organi- 
sations in Québec City, Montréal 
and Toronto, and met with 
government officials at External 
Affairs and the Canadian Interna- 
tional Development Agency 
(C1DA) in Ottawa. 

“We invited him for two basic 
reasons. It was important to bring 
him here, and bring him here 
now,’’ said Jacquie Dale, Director 
of Montreal YMCA International 
Programs. “The situation there 
was becoming more tense.” 

“Coming here created brcadi- 
ing space for Almendares and 
gave him a chance to create a 
higher profile for the other four 
threatened by the AAA as well as 
for human rights abuses in 
Honduras,” said Dale. “Hopefully 
back in Honduras it will now be 
more difficult for a group like the 



AAA to assassinate or harrass 
him.” 

At a working group meeting at 
the YMCA, Almendares urged 
Canadians to support the Hondu- 
ran people actively. He asked 
Canadians to do "anything that 
denounces human rights abuses in 
Honduras," emphasizing the 
importance of the Canadian 
government’s political action. 



“It is important to expose what 
is going on," he said. 

Dr. Rainon Custodio, one of 
the five men targeted by the 
AAA, was in Canada when the 
threats were made. At a recent 
Workshop on Canadian Non- 
Govcmmcntal Organizations’ 
(NGO) options in Central Amer- 
ica, Custodio explained the role 
NGO members should play in the 
fight against AAA terror and 
executions. 

He said they must take 
stronger action than simply 
sending letters and telegrams to 
government officials. At his 
suggestion the group invited the 
five condemned men to North 
America to publicize the political 
situation in Honduras. 

But the Canadian government 
will not endorse the political 
views of specific activists in 
Honduras, said a spokesperson at 
External Affairs. 

“Dr. Almendares says the 
regime is this or that, but dial’s 
for all Honduran citizens to work 
out,” said the External Affairs 
official. 

The Canadian government has 
assurances from the Honduran 
ambassador for the safety of the 
five men condemned to death by 
the AAA. The AAA, as an 
unofficial extension of the Armed 
Forces, is controlled by the army, 
which in turn controls the govern- 
ment Yet, the External Affairs 
official said the Canadian govern- 
ment’s efforts to secure the safety 
of the five men is restricted to 
diplomatic channels. 

He added dial Canada has 
made a “general pilch" for human 
rights in the Honduras. Mean- 
while, at least 46 Hondurans 
between January and June of 1988 
were the viedms of extrajudicial 
executions. 

Honduras received approxi- 
mately $40 million in Canadian 
aid last year. According to 
Almendares, most of the money 
goes toward development projects 
aimed at “keeping the status quo 
in Honduras." 

“NGO’s give help to develop- 
ment projects, which is important, 
but for us it is important that aid 
be given in a way that is linked to 
the political situation. If CCOP 
docs a project where people learn, 
but don’t become politically 
conscious then it is wrong,” he 
said. 

Psychological warfare 

C landestine organisations 
like die AAA use 
psychological warfare to 
control and intimidate people. 

“Phone calls in the night, 
persecution of my family, I never 
know what to expect, this is 
psychological terror,” said 



Almendares. "Many people arc 
killed in a very peculiar way. 

Who did it? Nobody knows, so 
people arc afraid and they don't 
want to gel involved," he said. 

Death threats against Almcn- 
darcs have escalated to the point 
where he hasn’t seen his family in 



the last year. “There arc holes in 
my house from plastic bullets. 

The brakes of my car were 
sabotaged. I haven’t been able to 
drive my car in a year." 

According to Almendares, 
support from the U.S. contras has 
made die AAA an active arm in 
the ‘Low Intensity’ conflict 
pçrpctratcd by the U.S. in Hondu- 
ras. 

Huge amounts of U.S. eco- 
nomic and military aid have been 
dropped on Honduras since 1980. 
Yet, economic repression has 
worsened for most of the more 
than 4 million people living in 
Honduras. 

In 1986, the U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
reported that $129.3 million in 
economic aid was funnelled into 
Honduras. The Committee for the 
Defense of Human Rights In 
Honduras estimates the unem- 
ployment rate for the same year at 
up to 4 1 per cent. 

According to Almendares, U.S 
dollars find their way into the 
overflowing pockets of dtc 
Honduran elite, which comprises 
less dian 10 per cent of die 
population. 



In order to sustain ‘Low 
Intensity’ conflict "it is better to 
have high unemployment because 
it creates a division in the popular 
movement. People want jobs, they 
start to fight for jobs," he said. 
“The terrible social condidons in 
Honduras make people insecure. 



There is no political will because 
people arc afraid of losing dicir 
jobs. 

“Our main task is to organize, 
to mobilize the people against 
U.S. occupation in Honduras and 
the political situation in Hondu- 
ras," said Almendares. 

Popular Movements like the 
CCOP work to fight against the 
effects of U.S. occupation on the 
people and their country. By 
informing the people of their 
rights and mobilizing diem, the 
CCOP gives the people a political 
will and the chance to stop the 
social and environmental destruc- 
tion of their country, said Almcn- 
darcs. 

“Human rights abuses will 
increase as the popular movement 
gains strength," he said. In his 
talks Almendares reiterated over 
and over again the need for 
intcrnadonal acknowledgement of 
the political situation in “forgot- 
ten” Honduras. 

A new Honduran study 
program is starting up which 
includes a three week tour in 
Honduras. For more information 
contact the YMCA International 
Programs at 849-533 1.

Marching for Tibet 

Next Friday, Tibetans around the world will mark part of the Chinese “Motherland," and so justify die 
the 30th anniversary of the Lhasa Uprising, a rebellion forcible integration and assimilation of the Tibetan 
against the Chinese occupation which Tibetans endure people.

Professor John I I. Lee is fed up with die bad press lie gets. “Explosions, 
they have a big bang, big fire and so on, it’s very high profile,” he 
complained in a hastily arranged information lecture Friday. 

Lee had slides, an overhead, and even showed a film featuring Texaco 
trucks transporting flammable gasses along quiet suburban streets. He 
appeared a model responsible scientist documenting the industrial appli- 
cations of Fuel Air Explosions research. Perhaps he was trying to defuse 
any needless anxiety inspired by recent articles in both the Montréal Mir- 
ror and the Daily. Useful to prevent a repeat of those annoying demonstra- 
tions, sit-insand Ad-Hoc committees protesting FAE research at McGill 
last year. 

Not surprisingly, Lee wasn’t too expansive about the military side of 
the coin. He didn’t even seem to know the FAE III is a very powerful 
weapon. And this is the same man who co-wrote a paper in 1982 
concluding that data about the 
detonation of fuel air explo- 
sive clouds “arc...of practical 
interest for accidental explo- 
sions and military applica- 
tions." 

Too bad for those a little 
anxious about the thought of 
bomb — cookers on campus 
devising cleaner, more con- 
trolled ways of blowing things 
up. Lee did nothing to explain 
the abstracts which dc- 
scribcprogress in “FAE III 
weapons" research at McGill. 

Instead, Lee came down on 
all students, professors, and 
journalists who generalize to 
“think if it’s an explosion it must be a bomb." 

Of course, he had a good point. The same point that enables military 
research of all kinds to go unremarked and unquestioned. Military re- 
search, be it on our own campus or in the Alberta backwoods has always 
been excused because of course, it has a myriad of applications. 

“If you think because the sponsorship comes from the military that is 
grounds for dismissal, then you may as well dismiss all the Physical 
Sciences and Engineering,” said Lee. 

Very reassuring, this man, who describes FAEs not as weapons, but as 
explosions. 

This distinction is similiar to the one which creates two classes of 
weapons: what criteria define a “defensive weapon" as opposed to just a 
plain old weapon? 

When it comes to the manufacture of Fuel Air Explosion “devices,” 
which ones arc defensive and which ones arc offensive? The “defensive” 
ones arc supposed to clear minefields. Or so the Department of National 
Defence explains. Is it defensive also to launch an FAE based minefield 
clearance system from an assault vehicle, as in recent U.S. trials? 

The term “FAE III" is simply, according to Lee, scientific jargon used 
todcscribc “a particular mode of detonation." He doesn’t concern himself, 
he says, with potential military applications— he’s doing "fundamental" 
research which is so general - modes of transition of gasses to detonation 
- findings could be used to further any number of causes. 

But what about: 

•Lee and fellow Mechanical Engineering professor Roman Knys- 
tautas’ own reports to the U.S. government in 1978, describing their 
progress in “FAE III weapons” research? 

•Research abstracts from 1980 showing Lee and Knystaulas “assessed 
the far field destructive potential of FAE weapons” while working under 
a U.S. Air Force grant at McGill? 

•Contracts obtained from the DND censored under section 15 of the 
Access to Infonnation Act, which allows it for national security reasons? 

•contracts the DND could not even release censored, because the 
agreement of co-funding governments — Britain, Norway, and die United 
Stales — had to be obtained? 

•Publications like Jane' s Defence Weekly and Arsenal of Democracy, 
which describe FAE’s as gruesome weapons with spectacular destructive 
capablility? 

•The fact that the technical problem with FAE weapons is controlled 
ignition, precisely the problem Lee and Knystautas have been investigat- 
ing directly for both die U.S. and Canadian governments for at least 10 
years? 

Arc we supposed to bust a man who says contracts referring to devel- 
opment of FAE weaponry are "jazzed up,” and who dismisses his reports 
to the U.S. airforce referring to “FAE III weapons" as “granlsmanship"? 

Lee, aftcrdcscribc in detail lire industrial safely applications of his work 
on FAE’s at McGill, told pcoplcto read his published work if dtcy wanted 
to know about military applications. Good advice. For years, abstracts of 
Lee and Knystaulas’ published work have been sitting in the Engineering 
library, abstracts which support everything Lee asked “well meaning but 
confused" students to ignore.

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The Law and deterrence

In a debate last Wednesday, 
McGill law students engaged in a 
theoretical wrangle over the 
legality of die nuclear arms race. 

In the discussion at Chancel- 
lor Mall, two panellists together 
mulled over die relevance of the 
application of international law to 
military decision-making. After 
opening remarks by Margaret 
Govin, editor of Lawyers and the 
Nuclear Debale and president of 
Lawyers for Social Responsibil- 
ity, and Glen McDonald, a sec- 
ond-year law student, the floor 
was opened to general discussion. 

Over the last five years, they 
said, the legal profession has 
increasingly studied the applica- 
tion of international law to the 
philosophy of deterrence. 

According to McDonald, “the 
safest form of deterrence is the 
defensive deterrence policy, 
which is essentially mutually 
assured destruction (MAD) in its 
pure form. But die safest form of 
nuclear deterrence is also die most 
unambiguously illegal.” 

Political leaders often justify 
the arms race by speaking of 



‘deterrence,' saying that if each 
side has the ability to destroy the 
other, neither will unleash its 
nuclear capabilities. 

Even the most unequivocal 
principles of international juris- 
prudence might be brought to bear 
on die nuclear question. Besides 
the conventions of warfare, these 
include agreements on human 
rights and the environment. 

According to McDonald, “die 
argument about nuclear deter- 
rence has essentially evolved 
around whether or not the use of 
such weapons in response to con- 
ventional invasions is justifiable 
under international laws of con- 
flict." 

The ease for the illegality of 
nuclear weapons is without 
precedent and can only be made 
by analogy and extension. Each 
argument is therefore likely to 
have a counter-argument. But 
McDonald and Govin said that the 
time to advance such reasoning is 
now, while die politicians arc 
more receptive than in the past. 

The commentators did not 
make any predictions about how 
the superpowers and other nations 
with nuclear weapons systems arc 




likely to react to the arms race 
being declared ‘illegal’. Nor did 
they make any suggestions about 
how such a ruling could be en- 
forced. 

“What essentially needs to be 
done is expose die lie, and make it 
clear to the general public and 
military that their strategy is not 
coherent with International law," 
says McDonald.

Student barred from York 



Toronto (CUP)— A third year 
York University music major with 
AIDS has filed a complaint with the 
Ontario Human Rights Comm ission 
after school administrators upheld a 
decision to bar him from class. 

Ron Kelly received a letter Feb- 
ruary 20 from York university tell- 
ing him the Fine Arts faculty’s 
decision to expel him from his sing- 
ing ensemble course would stand. 

“The university has not shown 
any discriminationagainsiMr. Kelly 
on any grounds and it rejects any 
such accusations,” reads a February 
22 press release signed by York 
provost Tom Mciningcr. “As a 
matter of policy, York University 
rejects any form of discrimination 
based on medical grounds. York 
University docs not have a policy 
dealing with HIV-positive students 
and suiff.” 

“In my opinion,” the hand-out 
continues, “intense media discus- 
sion of this very delicate matter and 
public accusations do not help a 
resolution." 

“The faculty has sent Mr. Kelly 
several comprehensive letters ex- 
plaining its position and offering 
him every consideration, including 
compassionate ones. The faculty of 
fine arts is still prepared to accomo- 
date Mr. Kelly’s academic needs in 
a manner that will enable him to 



complete his studies on schedule," 
concluded Mciningcr’s memo. 

On January 3, a letter from llic 
Fine Arts department told Kelly lie 
couldn’t go to class because it would 
be loo physically demanding. The 
department later offered Kelly an 
extra recital, which would make up 
the rest of his evaluation. But it was 
bumped up a week to February 23, 
leaving Kelly scrambling to pre- 
pare himself. 

“I’m not allowed to physically 
attend my class, but I’m allowed to 
do a recital which will determine 75 
per cent of my mark,” lie com- 
plained. 

“All we have is the student’s 
word that he has AI DS," said music 
department chair David Molt. “We 
offered him a chance to make it up 
(in private) with the vocal teacher." 

In his letter to the department on 
July 29, 1987, Kelly stated lie had 
tested HIV positive and included 

liisdoclor’sphoncnumbcr.ThcHlV 

virus is believed to cause Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome, or 
A I DS , and can lie passed on through 
semen, vaginal fluids or blood. 

“I made it clear to (the professor) 
that I was willing to make up die 
work. At no lime was I asked by die 
course director to submit any form 
of documentation to verify my ab- 



sence," said Kelly. 

Memorial, Concordia, Carlcton 
and Dalhousic universities and the 
universities of Toronto, British 
Columbia, Ottawa, New Brunswick 
and Calgary have adopted policies 
which state they will not discrimi- 
nate against staff and students who 
test HIV-positive. York’s vice- 
president of finance and admini- 
stration is working on a proposal, to 
be released soon. 

“The basis of (the University of 
Toronto policy) is the human rights 
code, which prohibits discrimina- 
tion against, or harassement of, any 
individual on the basis of handicap 
or prcccivcd handicap, including 
that caused by an illness such as 
AIDS," said David Gorman, direc- 
tor of environmental health and 
safety al U of T. 

“What we’re trying to do is pre- 
vent what just happened at York.” 

McGill has not even made pre- 
liminary moves toward acquiring 
an AIDS policy for students, staff, 
and faculty. Administrators have 
said repeatedly, in response to pres- 
sure from student groups, the fac- 
ulty of Medicine, Ethics and Law, 
and other sources, that they do not 
feel dicrc is a need for one. Mon- 
tréal is second only to Vancouver 
for reported AIDS eases in Cana- 
dian cities. 



Halifax (CUP)— Halifax univer- 
sity and high school students turned 
heads and cleared busy downtown 
sidewalks during a March 1 protest 
of Canada’s latest cruise missile 
testing in Alberta. 

A group of about 30 students 
heaved a six-foot model of the 
Advanced “Stealth" Cruise Missile 
around the busy downtown core to 
protest the Canadian government’s 
decision to allow the testing. 

Like the old model, the new 
Stealth Cruise Missile is designed 
to carry a 200 kilotonnc nuclear 
warhead, butdiffers greatly in range, 
speed and ability to avoid radar 
detection, giving it a superior first 
strike capability. 

“This is clearly not a defensive 
weapon,” said Pat Taylor, a pro- 
testor and spokesperson for the 
Halifax chapter of the Students 
Against Nuclear Extermination 
(SANE), “it is a strategic nuclear 
weapon with an obscenely refined 
first strike capacity.” 

Prime Minister Brian Mulroncy 
agreed to lest the weapon in January 
while MPs were on holiday. Missile 
tests near Cold Lake, Alberta, will 
begin sometime in March. 

Grade 11 student Dylan 
McDonald was oncof the protestors. 
“I think it’s sort of stupid that first- 
strike missiles can be approved by 
the government widiout anybody 
knowing about it," he said. 

The protest was planned as part 
of a nationwide effort to bring pub- 
lic attention to the nuclear weapons 
issue. Following the protest, repre- 



sentatives delivered letters to local 
MPsobjcctingloCanadian involve- 
ment in the arms race. 

Tests for the first version of the 
cruise missile were approved by the 
Liberal government in 1983. In June 
of that year a coalition of 24 peace 
groups look the federal government 
to court to get the tests stopped. The 
ease was rejected by die federal 
court of appeal that November, and 
by the Supreme Court in 1985.

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Failures of omission 

To the Daily: 

Unwilling lo wear out my 
welcome on your letters page, I feel 
somewhat hesitant in writing on this 
matter, but the front-page story 
which appeared on Friday was 
misleading enough that it should be 
corrected. 

At the PGSS council meeting 
of March 1st, we did vote 10-7 to 
support a call for the temporary 
suspension of the collection of fqcs 
for constructing a new Athletics 
Complex. We then immediately 
decided that as there had been no 
immediate consensus on our Coun- 
cil, that we would make no direct 
moves to intervene in the referen- 
dum. Your story, by not reporting 
this simple fact, removed almostall 
of the meaningful context from the 
story and made it appear as if PGSS 
was acting to disrupt the coming 
referendum; this is simply not true. 
In this matter we expressed a legiti- 
mate difference of opinion not only 
with SSMU Council but among our 
members. The decisions that were 
made were anything but irrespon- 
sible. And unlike the decision made 
by SSMU Council in sending this 
off lo referendum, we ruminated 
ovcrourdccision for at least a month 
before taking the actions we did. It 
would have been nice if there had 
been a formal process of consulta- 
tion which might have allowed our 
Council to have had some effect on 
the final format of the SSMU refer- 
endum (a week’s notice to SSMU 
Council docs not constitute formal 
consultation); it is perhaps not sur- 
prising that this was not done, it has 
not been SSMU’s practice. 

In closing I would lkikc to 
reiterate that the most important of 
PGSS Council’s decisions on 
Wednesday evening was not to 
intervene in the SSM U referendum. 
The Daily was remiss in not report- 
ing dial and irresponsible in making 
it appear as if intervening was de- 
sired. In order to respect die spiritof 
PGSS’s decision, any furthur dis- 
cussion of the issues involved will 
have to wait until after the referen- 
dum is held.

Sensationalist anti- 
abortion display 

To the Daily: 

I am writing in regard to the 
anti-abortion displays that have been 
erected in the Arts lobby on several 
occasions, the most recent being 
March 2, 1989. The display con- 
sistsofacombinationof overblown, 
retouched photographs of fetuses. 
The complaint I have is not an ideo- 
logical one. It would be equally 
offensive to me to sec bloody, 
graphic and sensationalist pictures 
of women mutilated by backstreet 
or self-inflicted abortions. The 
complaint is one of offense and 
invasion. Hundreds of people walk 
through the Arts building several 
limes a day, including the large 
number of women at McGill that 
have had or are considering having 
abortions, and unless they arc blind 
or extremely apathetic, they arc 
subjected lo sensationalist pro- 
poganda and visual ethical assault. 

Last year at Concordia when

I asked one 
of the men if he had considered 
setting up in the McGill Christian 
Fellowship room and he said no but 
that it might not be a bad idea. 

I am not so naive lo think that 
a bunch of pictures will change 
anyone’s mind on abortion; and all 
we know that pictures, like words, 
can lie. The point is that these pic- 
tures arc sensationalist, misrepre- 
sentative and intend to shock and 
induce guilt. They do not belong in 
the lobby of a university Arts build- 
ing.
